Investigation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The government has opened 
an investigation into the home insulation industry to 
determine whether the m aterials used are fire hazards 
or dangerous in other ways. 
The investigation was prompted by the district 
attorney’s office of Metropolitan Denver, which filed a 
petition on the subject with the Consumer Product 
The 
petition 
catalogs 
several 
alleged 
potential 
problems with three kinds of insulation: glass wool, 
plastic foam and cellulose made from recycled paper. It 
points out that the insulation business is booming as one 
way of saving fuel energy. The industry probably would 
be booming even more if Congress had gone through 
with an earlier proposal to give home owners a tax 
credit for insulating their dwellings. 
The petition predicts a dramatic increase in demand 
for home insulation products that will magnify the 
problems. 
It said uniform safety standards and testing methods 
do not exist among the various levels of government. It 
also said conflicts in, or the absence of. federal, state 
and 
local 
laws 
and 
ordinances 
regulating 
home 
insulation contribute to the risks. 
Consulting engineer Philip Stern said the Denver 
petition is an attempt to air the issue and find out 
what’s going on. He said the city had a severe problem 
last year involving a few fires that may have been 
caused by cellulose insulation. He said the district 
attorney’s office was hampered in prosecuting the case 
because no rules existed to say how fire retardant the 
m aterials should really be. 
He also said consumers are confused on the issue of 
home insulation: “The amount of ignorance that exists 
is incredible." 
The petition says a discouraging number of fires and 
other hazards have been observed with the shredded 
paper type of cellulose insulation that is supposed to be 
treated for fire retardancy before installation. 
These hazards and some of their causes include wide 
fluctuations in fire retardancy due to poor quality 
control in manufacturing the danger of incompetence in 
manufacturing, typified by lack of knowledge of proper 
levels of fire retardant; and the unknown nature of the 
permanency of certain fire retardants used. 
The petition says rock wool or fibrous glass insulation 
“ ... 
may 
cause 
cancer 
in 
the 
respiratory 
and 
gastrointestinal tracts, due to inhalation and ingestion of 
particles during installation, especially careless or 
improper installation. 
"Over tim e these sam e problems may arise by the 
spreading of particles through the process of settling 
and sifting of the insulation while it is in place, or being 
drawn into air intakes of heating and cooling system s 
vented to the attic." 
Engineer Stern said he had no documented cases of 
that happening 
The petition adds that plastic foam-type insulation is 
som etim es improperly cured or mixed at the time it is 
put in, thus causing noxious odors inside the house and 
failing to keep out heat or cold properly. 
Denver officials have asked the commission to draw 
up nationwide rules setting minimum levels for heat 
resistance, fire retardance, resistance to m ice and other 
vermin, thickness and other characteristics of the 
material itself. 
lr addition, the petition asks for labeling requirements 
and a government certification program, along with

The D ivided G O P

divided wings of the Republican Party are 
being asked by party leaders to bury the 
hatchet before the GGP is destroyed in an 
orgy of fatricidal bickering. 
With the party in its sharpest decline in 
decades, there is reason enough for both 
sides to lay aside their i d e o l o g i c a l 
differences — if only tem porarily — and pull 
together simply in the interest of party 
survival. 
Yet there is also every reason to suspect 
that the GO P’s opposing wings won’t be 
getting rom antic anytim e soon Last week's 
Republican governors conference, perhaps 
one of the sm allest gatherings this city has 
seen since its last Harold Stassen rally, is a 
case in point. 
Sen. Robert Dole. R-Kan , and form er 
T reasury Secretary John Connally of Texas, 
men of generally conservative persuasion, 
used the conference to plead with both sides 
to lay down their arm s and find some 
common philosophical ground from which 
the GOP can mobilize a new assault on the 
D em ocrats 


In a broadside aim ed at the heart of the 
p arty ’s right wing, Dole said the GGP could 
no longer afford “some narrow notion of 
ideological purity ... If this condition persists 
and we spend the next four years splitting 
ideological hairs, we are going to be very 
ineffectual as the party in opposition.’’ 
Connally, who seem s to In* able to move 
with ease from one wing to another, also 
appealed for an end to i n I r a p a r I y 
squabbling, arguing that there were plenty 
of philosophical principles around which 
both sides could comfortably rally.

‘‘negative’’ im age the GGP has attained and 
in oblique references seem ed to lay blame 
at the doorstep of party conservatives whose

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sugar traders 
are speculating that the governm ent will act 
to raise sugar prices next year. Agriculture 
D epartm ent economists say. 
Experts writing in a Sugar and Sweetener 
report said futures m arket prices show that 
traders expect both American and world 
m arket prices — which have been depressed 
in recent m onths — to increase slightly 
during the coming year 
But 
the 
gains 
indicated 
in 
futures 
contracts for the American m arket are 
g reater than those expected for the world 
m arket, experts noted 
"This widening (of the U S world price 
gap) 
suggests that perhaps 
the futures 
m arket is anticipating some future U S 
governm ent 
action 
— 
executive o r 
legislative — that would limit im ports or 
raise U.S prices relative to world prices," 
the report said 


T rad ers’ 
speculation 
about 
f u t u r e 
governm ent 
action 
is 
apparently 
based 
partly on the fact that the governm ent’s 
International T rade Commission, acting on 
an urgent request from President Ford, 
currently 
is 
conducting 
hearings t o 
determ ine 
w hether

sugar 
industry is being depressed by excessive 
import competition 
Some grow er spokesmen at the hearing 
have urged the commission to recom mend 
presidential action to reduce import quotas 
Others have said Congress should step in 
early next year to revive, in som e form, a 


government 
sugar m arketing c o n t r o l 
program which was allowed to expire in 
19^4 
Under the pre-1975 sugar program , the 
government kept a floor under sugar prices 
by setting sales quotas designed to keep a 
“ fair" 
supply-demand 
balance 
in 
the 
American m arket. The quotas w ere broken 
down annually into sales allocations for both 
American and selected foreign producing 
areas. 
At present, the government still m aintains 
a global quota on imports which foreign 
countries can fill on a firstcom e, first-served 
basis The quota at present, however, is set 
at 7 million tons a year — far above the 
expected actual level of im ports — and does 
not serve as an effective check on m arket 
supplies 
President Ford, in a prelim inary effort to 
help dom estic sugar farm ers, tripled import 
duties on raw sugar in Septem ber from 0 625 
cents a pound to I 875 cents 
This action 
helped check a price slide and brought 
domestic raw prices back over IO cents a 
pound, experts said 
Congressional 
sources 
this 
week 
said 
efforts to pass legislation reviving a tighter 
sugar control program would face several 
strong obstacles 
M ajor industrial sugar users opposed such 
legislation when the issue was raised during 
the International Trade C o m m i s s i o n

The grating sound of steel 
blades on stone still can be 
heard in Fontana’s tin-roofed 
garage behind a small duplex 
he and his wife rent. But the 
grinding wheel spins less than 
before. 
‘‘I had been with my uncle 
since I was about 6,” said 
Fontana, sitting with his wife at 
the kitchen table. “We started 
off with a horse and wagon 
with a grinding stone and the 
engine in it.” 
The uncle, Italian immigrant 
Jake Grisafi, made the rounds 
with his nephew through the 
narrow streets of the French 
Quarter, the city markets and 
neighborhoods 
of 
old 
New 
Orleans. 
They 
stopped 
in 
dozens of butcher shops and 
tiny markets, picked up knives 
and cleavers and ground the 
blades until they gleamed. 
“We 
had 
a 
nice 
going 
business,” Fontana said. 
But most of the small butcher 
shops and tiny groceries with 
their own butchers are gone, 
and Fontana says he has one of 
only two roving knife-sharpen­ 
ing businesses in the city. 
Today Fontana, 66, averages 
about 40 blades a day and 
charges between 
20 and 
35 
cents a blade, depending on the 
size. He drives to his customers 
in 
the 
morning, 
brings 
the 
blades home to sharpen and 
returns them in the afternoon 
His grinding stone and the 
electric motor that drive it are 
new, 
but 
the 
old-fashioned 
belts, 
pulleys 
and 
bearings 
connecting the stone and motor 
were his uncle’s. 
He demonstrated the sharpen­ 
ing process. 
“During the depression I was 
making maybe $14 or $15 a 
week," he said as sparks flew 
from a cleaver. “ You could get 
along on that then." 
His only son is a fireman and 
his daughter a housewife, and 
neither is interested in carrying 
on the tradition 
"It’s like ice-cream makers 
and .shoemakers. They’re all 
going out." 
But Fontana said he wasn’t 
really bothered that the trade is 
dying 
“ I never really liked that 
kind of work, tiut I was kind of 
forced into it to earn money.’

surprised and a little miffed

People who want their checks 
to start as early as 62, but the 
amount will be at a reduced rate 
for as long as the person gets 
checks. Full benefits are paid to 
people who retire at 65 or later 
It’s a good idea to contact the 
social security office to find out 
what you need to have with you 
when you apply for benefits. 
For retirem ent payments, 
you'll need your social security 
card or a record of the number, 
your birth certificate or other 
proof of your age, your most 
recent W-2 form or. if you’re 
self-employed, a copy of your 
last Federal income tax return. 


If you’re applying for benefits 
for your wife and children, for 
example, take your marriage 
certificate and birth certificates 
for your wife and children 
If you find you don't have all 
the necessary papers, 
you 
should not delay your ap­ 
plication When you apply, we’ll 
start checking your earnings 
record, verify your most recent 
earnings, 
and 
figure 
your 
monthly 
payment 
and 
the 
payment 
amount 
for 
any 
eligible dependents. Then, when 
you give us the required proofs, 
your payment can start as soon 
as you retire. 
When you tell us what month 
you plan to retire, we'll ask you 
to estimate your earnings for 
the 
entire 
y e a r—Ja n u a ry 
•hrough December. We need to 
know how much you'll earn 
before you retire and what you 
expect to earn in the months 
after you retire if you plan to 
•ontinue working 
You should 


report 
any 
change 
in 
your 
estimated earnings to be sure 
you get all benefits due you and 
to avoid any overpayment. 
This estimate is important 
because you don’t have to stop 
working completely to get social 
security payments, but there 
are limits on how much you can 
earn and get full benefits. 
In 1976 a person can earn 


$2,760 during the year and get 
full 
benefits. 
Benefits 
are 
reduced $1 for each $2 in ear­ 
nings 
above 
$2,760 
But 
no 
matter how much a 
person 
earns in a year, full benefits are 
paid for any month the person 
doesn't earn $230 in wages and 
doesn’t do substantial work in 
his or her own business. 
The yearly amount will in­ 
crease to $3,000 in 1977 and the 
monthly amount to $250. 


This year, if you earn $10,000 
from January through June, for 
example, then retire in July, 
vou would be eligible for your 


full social security checks for 
the rest of the year if you don’t 
earn over $230 in any month for 
the rest of the year 
Back 
social 
security 
payments can be paid for no 
more man 12 months after you 
apply. So apply as soon as 
you’re eligible and you can ease 
the transition from the working 
life to the more relaxed life style 
of retirement years.
